RESULTS  OF  THE  2008  BATH  WARRANT 
March  11,2008 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Bath  was  held  March  11,  2008  at  the 
Bath  Village  School  Cafetorium.  Moderator  Thomas  Rappa  called  the  meeting  to  order 
at  7:00  PM.  The  pledge  of  allegiance  was  given.  The  Moderator  explained  the  procedures 
that  would  be  followed  throughout  the  meeting.  Everett  Rust  made  the  motion  that  the 
Moderator  waive  reading  the  entire  warrant  at  this  time  and  read  it  Article  by  Article  as 
we  get  to  them,  seconded  by  Rick  Walling.  A  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the  ayes 
prevailed. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  two  years,  Town  Clerk-Tax  Collector  for  one 
year,  a  Treasurer  for  one  year,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Trust 
Funds  for  three  years,  two  Library  Trustees  for  three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  two 
years,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years,  one  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist  for 
six  years  and  other  necessary  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

MODERATOR  for  TWO  YEARS:  William  Minot  nominated  Thomas  Rappa, 
seconded  by  Mike  Lusby.  Alden  Minot  made  the  motion  that  nominations  close  and  the 
Town  Clerk  cast  one  ballot,  seconded  by  Mike  Lusby.  Motion  carried  as  the  ayes 
prevailed.  The  Town  Clerk  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

TOWN  CLERK-TAX  COLLECTOR  for  ONE  YEAR:  Velma  Ide  nominated  Beverly 
Woods,  seconded  by  Brenda  Minot.  Rick  Walling  made  the  motion  that  nominations 
close  and  the  Moderator  cast  one  ballot,  seconded  by  Mary  Stapleton.  Motion  carried  as 
the  ayes  prevailed.  The  Moderator  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

TREASURER  for  ONE  YEAR:  Velma  Ide  nominated  Alden  Minot,  seconded  by  Cody 
MacKay.  Rick  Walling  made  the  motion  that  nominations  close  and  the  Moderator  cast 
one  ballot,  seconded  by  Bill  Driscoll.  Motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed.  The 
Moderator  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

SELECTMAN  for  THREE  YEARS:  Rick  Walling  nominated  Robert  Cope,  seconded 
by  Beverly  Woods.  Charles  Davis  nominated  Thomas  Sheehan,  seconded  by  Mary 
Stapleton.  Rick  Walling  made  the  motion  that  nominations  close,  seconded  by  William 
Minot.  Motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed.  A  vote  by  paper  ballot  resulted  in  90  votes 
cast  -  78  for  Robert  Cope  and  12  for  Thomas  Sheehan.  The  Moderator  administered  the 
Oath  of  Office. 

TRUSTEE  OF  TRUST  FUNDS  for  THREE  YEARS:  Velma  Ide  nominated  Arthur 
Cheney,  seconded  by  Sylvia  McKean.  Rick  Walling  made  the  motion  that  nominations 
close  and  the  Moderator  cast  one  ballot,  seconded  by  Everett  Rust.  Motion  carried  as  the 
ayes  prevailed.  The  Moderator  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

TWO  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  for  THREE  YEARS:  Sylvia  McKean  nominated  Cathy 
Armstrong,  seconded  by  Shirley  Peters  and  Karen  Fesler  nominated  Peter  Slattery, 
seconded  by  Suzanne  Driscoll.    Lorraine  Dufresne  made  the  motion  that  nominations 


close  and  the  Moderator  cast  one  ballot  for  each  nominee,  seconded  by  Everett  Rust. 
Motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed.  The  Moderator  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

ONE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEE  for  TWO  YEARS:  Shirley  Slattery  nominated  Linda 
Lauer,  seconded  by  Camille  Wharey.  Rick  Walling  made  the  motion  that  nominations 
close  and  the  Moderator  cast  one  ballot,  seconded  by  Debbie  Regen.  Motion  carried  as 
the  ayes  prevailed.  The  Moderator  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

CEMETERY  COMMISSIONER  for  THREE  YEARS:  Gary  Peters  nominated 
Stephen  Whitney,  seconded  by  Willie  Minot.  Rick  Walling  made  the  motion  that 
nominations  close  and  the  Moderator  cast  one  ballot,  seconded  by  Everett  Rust.  Motion 
carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed.  The  Moderator  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

SUPERVISOR  OF  THE  CHECKLIST  for  SIX  YEARS:  Linda  Lauer  nominated 
Joyce  Roy,  seconded  by  Everett  Rust.  Rick  Walling  made  the  motion  that  nominations 
close  and  the  Moderator  cast  one  ballot,  seconded  by  Everett  Rust.  Motion  carried  as  the 
ayes  prevailed.  The  Moderator  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  hear  reports  of  officers  and  agents  heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Nancy  Lusby  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Town  Report  as  printed,  seconded  by  Jeanne 
Foltan.  Jackie  Hamel  asked  about  the  Police  Report  and  what  Motor  Vehicle  Incidents 
included  and  was  told  by  Chief  MacKay  that  it  included  accidents,  stranded  or  abandon 
vehicles  and  any  situation  with  a  vehicle.  Jackie  asked  what  investigations  included  and 
was  told  they  included  anytime  criminal  activity  occurred  -  burglary,  bad  checks, 
untimely  deaths  or  anything  that  requires  a  Police  Report  to  be  filed.  A  voice  vote  was 
taken,  motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$954,761.00  which  represents  the  Operating  Budget.  Said  sum  does  not  include  special 
or  individual  articles  addressed.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Alan  Rutherford  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $954,761.00  which 
represents  the  Operating  Budget.  Said  sum  does  not  include  special  or  individual  articles 
addressed,  seconded  by  Everett  Rust.  Velma  Ide  asked  about  line  item  4299  - 
Communications  and  was  told  that  it  represented  the  amount  for  Dispatch  Fees. 
Previously  the  amount  was  included  in  the  Police  and  Fire  Budgets  separately,  but  it  has 
become  burdensome  to  keep  track  of  the  breakdown  of  Departments  so  it  has  become  its 
own  line  item  this  year.  Velma  Ide  also  asked  about  the  increase  in  the  Water  line  item. 
Alan  Rutherford  explained  that  the  Board  hopes  to  connect  the  two  legs  of  the  system  so 
that  it  loops.  Revenues  paid  by  the  Water  users  offset  most  of  the  water  line  item.  Dave 
Rickey  wanted  to  clarify  that  the  communications  line  item  is  not  new  it  is  just  moved 
from  the  other  lines.  Alan  confirmed.  Thomas  Rappa  asked  about  the  difference  in  the 
printed  budget  and  the  Article.  Alan  stated  that  the  difference  is  monies  added  at  the  last 
minute  for  an  increase  for  the  Little  League.  Alan  Rutherford  made  the  motion  to  amend 
the  Article  to  read  the  amount  of  $955,061.00,  seconded  by  Everett  Rust.  Motion  carried 
as  the  ayes  prevailed.  Jackie  Hamel  asked  about  the  increase  in  Cemeteries  and  was  told 
that  it  included  restoration  work  as  well  as  repairs  to  the  Pettyboro  Cemetery  that  was 


vandalized  last  year.  Jackie  asked  about  the  Police  Budget.  She  was  told  that  the 
Department  did  not  spend  all  of  last  year's  appropriation  because  there  was  a  lack  of  a 
second  part-time  officer  for  a  good  part  of  the  year.  Jackie  asked  if  the  budget  included 
the  purchase  of  tasers  and  was  told  by  Chief  MacKay  that  the  Department  was  looking 
into  the  possibility  of  purchasing  tasers.  He  stated  that  the  NHMA  is  strongly 
encouraging  the  use  of  them.  They  cost  about  $800. 

Jackie  Hamel  asked  about  the  Emergency  Management  line  item.  Did  this  amount 
include  a  generator?  Alan  Rutherford  stated  that  it  did.  It  was  included  last  year,  but  did 
not  get  done.  Jackie  asked  if  the  Red  Cross  came  in  to  evaluate  the  school  and  was  told 
that  the  Red  Cross  will  not  do  the  evaluation  until  the  generator  is  in  place.  Dan  Bixby 
asked  if  there  was  a  breakdown  of  the  dispatch  price  and  was  told  that  there  was  not. 
Shirley  Slattery  asked  about  the  monies  from  Emergency  Management  that  did  not  get 
spent  last  year.  Alan  Rutherford  explained  that  it  goes  to  the  unexpended  fund  balance 
and  is  used  to  offset  the  tax  rate.  Shirley  wanted  to  know  where  you  would  find  that  in 
the  Town  Report.  It  is  not  there.  She  suggested  that  it  be  included  next  year. 

Jackie  Hamel  asked  about  the  increase  in  the  Highways  and  Bridges  line  items.  Alan 
explained  that  the  Highway  includes  increases  for  fuel  and  other  items  and  the  Bridge 
increase  included  $16,000  we  will  owe  for  the  Swiftwater  Bridge  repairs  done  last  Fall. 
A  voice  vote  was  taken,  motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $30,000 
for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  road  repairs.  The  Selectmen  recommend 
this  appropriation. 

William  Minot  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $30,000  for  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  road  repairs,  seconded  by  Bonnie  Poor.  Willie 
asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  road  repairs.  Alan  Rutherford  stated  that  this  reserve  was 
started  last  year  for  the  Abbott  Avenue  project.  We  have  started  with  the  engineer  plan 
and  hope  to  get  the  project  done  this  year,  but  need  to  add  to  the  Capital  Reserve.  Dennis 
MacKay  showed  the  photo  of  the  area.  He  explained  that  this  project  was  identified  in 
the  Hazardous  Mitigation  Plan  completed  two  years  ago  and  it  has  gotten  progressively 
worse  since  then.  Jackie  Hamel  asked  how  it  could  be  fixed.  Robert  Cope  explained 
about  the  rock  formations  that  will  be  put  in  the  river  to  push  the  flow  of  water  away 
from  the  Abbott  Avenue  side.  Shirley  Slattery  asked  why  there  were  two  Articles.  Alan 
explained  that  if  the  project  cannot  get  done  this  year  for  some  reason,  we  would  still 
have  the  money  to  do  it.  William  Minot  noted  that  this  is  not  a  new  problem.  In  1985 
there  was  substantial  repair  to  the  road  that  was  costly.  Need  to  fix  the  area  properly  or  it 
will  cost  a  lot  more  if  we  lose  the  road  completely.  Gary  Peters  wondered  if  the  rock 
formations  were  facing  the  right  direction.  Wes  Chapmon  also  agreed  that  they  might  be 
going  the  wrong  way.  William  Minot  asked  if  ice  was  discussed  with  the  engineer  and 
was  told  that  it  was.  Robert  Cope  noted  that  the  shape  of  the  new  rock  is  designed  to 
force  the  water  towards  Woodsville.  Dan  Bixby  asked  how  great  a  dispersement  it  will 
be.  Will  the  water  be  kicked  clear  to  the  other  side  of  the  river?  Alan  Rutherford 
explained  that  it  would  push  the  current  out  to  the  current  sand  bar  area.  Jackie  Hamel 
asked  if  there  was  money  available  if  the  road  washed  out  completely  and  Dennis 


MacKay  stated  that  was  why  we  have  the  Hazardous  Mitigation  Plan.  Motion  carried  as 
the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000 
for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  repairs  and  renovations  of  the  Bath  Village 
Covered  Bridge.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Heather  Poor  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  repairs  and  renovations  of  the  Bath  Village  Covered  Bridge, 
seconded  by  Bonnie  Poor.  Wes  Chapmon  asked  if  the  bridge  was  rated  for  Emergency 
Vehicles  and  was  told  it  was  posted  for  3  ton.  William  Minot  noted  that  no  matter  how 
much  it  can  hold,  a  ladder  truck  will  not  fit  to  go  through  it.  He  also  believes  that  the 
bridge  will  never  be  rated  for  Emergency  Vehicles  or  Highway  Equipment.  Angela 
Bemis  asked  if  a  small  school  bus  would  go  through  if  it  is  renovated  and  was  told  that  it 
would.  Shirley  Slattery  asked  how  much  money  was  in  the  fund  now  and  was  told 
$25,000.  Mary  Stapleton  asked  about  using  steel  beams  under  the  bridge  to  increase  the 
capacity.  Alan  Rutherford  stated  that  there  would  be  no  State  Funds  if  steel  were  used. 
Sylvia  McKean  stated  that  there  is  a  bridge  somewhere  in  the  State  that  has  steel  beams. 
Dianne  Rappa  stated  that  it  was  in  Pittsburgh.  She  asked  if  the  Town  had  written 
verification  that  funds  would  not  be  available  if  we  used  steel  under  the  bridge  and  was 
told  that  the  Town  did  not  have  any  such  verification  in  writing.  William  Minot  asked  to 
have  Ray  Burton  explain  about  the  Cornish-Windsor  Bridge  that  was  redone.  Raymond 
Burton  noted  that  he  was  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  in  1987  for  the  Cornish- 
Windsor  Bridge  project.  That  bridge  was  repaired  by  the  State  and  does  have  steel.  It  is 
open  to  all  vehicles.  He  said  that  he  would  be  glad  to  act  as  a  go  between  with  the  State 
and  the  Town  to  find  some  answers  to  our  concerns.  Motion  carried  as  the  ayes 
prevailed. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000 
for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  acquisition  of  new  Road  Maintenance  Equipment  as 
authorized  in  Chapter  35  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated.  The 
Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

WTilliam  Minot  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  acquisition  of  new  Road  Maintenance  Equipment  as 
authorized  in  Chapter  35  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  seconded 
by  Cody  MacKay.  Shirley  Slattery  asked  what  equipment  and  was  told  that  this  Article  is 
for  items  in  the  future.  Jim  Elliott  asked  if  there  was  a  long-term  plan  for  the  equipment. 
Alan  reported  that  there  was  not  at  this  time.  Michele  Haney  asked  if  the  money  stays  in 
the  Fund.  Alan  Rutherford  explained  that  the  money  would  go  into  the  Fund  until  the 
Town  votes  to  take  it  out  and  spend  it  on  equipment.  The  Town  would  need  to  vote  for  a 
change  in  the  use  of  the  Fund  also.  Jackie  Hamel  asked  if  this  money  is  above  what  is  in 
the  Fund  now  and  was  told  it  would  be.  She  wanted  to  know  if  this  is  the  Fund  that  the 
money  will  be  taken  out  of  in  Article  9  and  was  told  it  was.  Jackie  noted  that  we  are 
spending  a  lot  of  money  this  year  and  that  the  School  is  up  a  lot  also.  She  does  not  feel 
that  we  need  to  contribute  to  the  Capital  Reserve  this  year.  Heather  Poor  noted  that  this 
is  the  reason  for  Capital  Reserve,  so  we  don't  get  hit  all  at  once  like  is  happening  at  the 
School  this  year.     William  Minot  agreed  and  stated  that  if  the  School  had  a  Capital 


Reserve  there  would  be  no  tax  consequence  this  year  for  a  new  boiler.  He  also  observed 
that  old  vehicles  cost  a  lot  of  money.  Motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  for 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  revaluation  of  the  Town.  The  Selectmen 
recommend  this  appropriation. 

Linda  Lauer  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  revaluation  of  the  Town,  seconded  by  Marion  Rutherford. 
Richard  Cubberly  asked  when  the  next  revaluation  would  be.  Alan  responded  that  it  is 
scheduled  for  201 1  and  will  probably  be  done  over  2  or  3  years.  Velma  Ide  asked  how 
much  it  would  cost.  Alan  responded  that  it  was  $40,000  two  years  ago.  Motion  carried 
as  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  for 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  purchase  of  Fire  Department  vehicles.  The 
Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

William  Minot  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  purchase  of  Fire  Department  vehicles,  seconded  by 
Cody  MacKay.  Jackie  Hamel  asked  about  the  Forestry  Truck  that  was  talked  about  last 
year.  William  Minot  stated  that  the  truck  is  not  updated  at  this  time.  The  Fire 
Department  has  been  focusing  on  the  problem  with  the  bridge  and  having  coverage  in 
West  Bath.  We  have  purchased  a  used  Pumper  for  the  West  side  for  when  the  weather 
breaks.  He  stated  that  Fire  Apparatus  is  very  expensive  and  we  need  some  starting 
money  when  the  time  comes.  Motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $65,000 
for  the  purchase  of  a  new  one-ton  Truck,  Plow  and  Sander  for  the  Highway  Department 
and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  sum  of  $50,000  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
this  purpose.  Further  to  authorize  the  use  of  $15,000  from  the  Unexpended  Fund 
Balance.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Jeanne  Foltan  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $65,000  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  one-ton  Truck,  Plow  and  Sander  for  the  Highway  Department  and  to 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  sum  of  $50,000  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  this 
purpose.  Further  to  authorize  the  use  of  $15,000  from  the  Unexpended  Fund  Balance, 
seconded  by  Camille  Wharey.  Dianne  Rappa  asked  if  the  Board  had  looked  into  leasing 
rather  than  purchasing  a  vehicle.  Alan  Rutherford  replied  that  they  had  not,  but  right  now 
we  are  subbing  out  some  of  the  plowing  and  sanding  on  the  smaller  roads  and  the  truck 
will  be  useful  in  the  summer  for  trips  through  Woodsville  to  get  to  West  Bath.  He 
believes  leasing  is  typically  more  expensive.  Dianne  Rappa  asked  how  much  we  have 
spent  on  sub-contracting  and  was  told  about  $12,000  for  2007.  Shirley  Slattery  asked 
about  manpower  if  we  purchase  the  new  truck  and  was  told  that  the  Board  was  looking 
into  at  least  one  part-time  position.  Dan  Bixby  asked  if  there  was  a  committee  to  look 
into  the  specs  of  the  truck.  He  was  told  that  the  Board  got  three  prices  and  the  Board  will 
recheck  the  specs  more  carefully  if  the  Article  passes.  We  know  we  can  purchase  an 
equipped  vehicle  for  the  amount  in  the  Article.  Dianne  Rappa  asked  if  the  funds  are  from 
other  sources  than  taxes  and  told  that  they  were.    Alden  Minot  noted  that  errands  done 
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with  a  one-ton  rather  than  a  big  truck  is  a  savings  all  the  time.  Dennis  MacKay  added 
that  right  now  Morris  uses  his  own  truck  for  our  benefit.  Motion  carried  as  the  ayes 
prevailed. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,000 
for  the  installation  of  dry  hydrants  in  the  Town  of  Bath. 

Rick  Walling  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,000  for  the 
installation  of  dry  hydrants  in  the  Town  of  Bath,  seconded  by  Dan  Bixby.  Charles  Davis 
asked  where  the  hydrants  would  be.  Dennis  MacKay  explained  that  right  now  there  are 
dry  hydrants  on  Goose  Lane,  Ammonoosuc  Avenue  and  near  H.G.  Wood.  They  are 
looking  for  more  sources  to  continue  the  program.  Most  fires  in  Town  involve  trucking 
water.  This  year  they  are  looking  at  Porter  Road,  Lake  Gardner  and  the  Brill  property. 
Jackie  Hamel  asked  if  they  freeze  in  the  winter  and  was  told  that  the  piping  for  the 
hydrants  goes  into  the  ground  below  the  freeze  level.  Dennis  MacKay  stated  that  they 
have  assistance  from  RC&D  looking  into  the  sites  for  this  year.  Jim  Elliott  stated  that  the 
hydrants  are  a  benefit  on  homeowners  insurance.  Gary  Peters  noted  that  years  ago  there 
was  money  for  hydrants  that  was  not  used.  He  added  that  there  are  several  spots  on 
Goose  Lane  that  should  be  considered.  Dennis  MacKay  reported  that  there  is  a  water 
resource  plan  as  part  of  the  Emergency  Management  Plan.  Lorraine  Dufresne  asked  how 
much  each  one  costs  and  was  told  the  price  ranges  from  $2500-$4500  each.  Lorraine 
then  asked  how  many  were  planned  for  the  long  term.  Dennis  stated  that  the  plan  was  to 
spread  them  throughout  Town  so  there  is  equal  fire  protection  for  all  areas.  William 
Minot  noted  that  there  are  also  other  water  sources  in  Town  that  may  be  available  for 
cistern  systems.  Jim  Elliott  asked  if  there  was  maintenance  plans  for  the  hydrants  and 
was  told  that  they  would  be  cleaned  every  year.    Motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,500 
for  a  Radar  Trailer  for  the  Bath  Police  Department. 

Jeanne  Foltan  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,500  for  a  Radar 
Trailer  for  the  Bath  Police  Department,  seconded  by  Everett  Rust.  Dennis  MacKay 
spoke  about  the  Article.  It  is  his  feeling  that  the  Radar  Trailer  would  be  very  useful  to 
the  Town.  His  highest  number  of  complaints  is  about  speeders.  The  Radar  Trailer  has 
been  proved  as  a  deterrent  to  speeders.  It  also  provides  useful  data  to  the  Department. 
Dennis  has  applied  for  a  grant  to  offset  some  of  the  cost  of  the  unit.  Jeanne  Foltan  asked 
why  the  Selectmen  did  not  recommend  this  appropriation  and  was  told  law  did  not 
require  it  and  the  Board  thought  the  voters  should  decide.  Shirley  Slattery  feels  it  is 
frivolous  spending.  Why  not  apply  for  the  grant  and  only  purchase  it  if  the  grant  is 
approved.  Dennis  stated  that  the  grant  was  a  reimbursement,  would  have  to  purchase 
trailer  first.  Shirley  Slattery  asked  about  vandalism.  She  was  told  that  Lisbon  did  have 
some  vandalism  and  hopefully  we  will  learn  from  their  experiences.  David  Rickey  asked 
about  the  possibility  of  buying  a  used  one.  Dennis  reported  that  a  matching  grant  would 
not  be  available  for  a  used  piece  of  equipment,  but  he  can  look  into  it. 

Ernie  Roy  stated  that  he  was  not  excited  about  the  trailer.  He  would  like  to  see  the  Police 
Cruiser  on  the  back  roads  so  people  will  think  about  their  driving.  Gary  Peters  asked  if 
the  trailers  take  a  picture  and  was  told  the  one  in  question  does  not.  Dianne  Rappa  stated 
that  she  was  not  in  favor  of  the  Radar  Trailer.    She  does  not  see  any  cost  benefit  to  the 


Town  and  believes  that  we  can  rent  Lisbon's  if  we  need  it.  Dan  Bixby  asked  how  many 
hours  an  officer  could  work  in  a  week.  Dennis  replied  that  part  time  officers  could  only 
work  25  hours  per  week.  He  feels  that  the  trailer  is  an  important  piece  of  equipment  that 
will  provide  the  Police  with  information  that  can  be  used  to  better  utilize  the  hours  they 
can  work  and  is  a  known  deterrent  for  speeders.  Jeanne  Foltan  stated  that  it  was  not  a 
luxury  item  if  it  will  slow  people  down  on  Route  302  where  kids  are  walking  to  and  from 
school.  Rick  Walling  asked  what  the  life  span  of  the  trailer  would  be  and  was  told  it 
would  be  at  least  10  years.  Lorraine  Dufresne  asked  if  we  could  borrow  from  Lisbon. 
Dennis  MacKay  said  that  we  could  use  it  if  they  were  not.  Richard  Titorenko  believes 
that  if  it  saves  the  life  of  one  kid  or  older  person  it  is  worth  it.  William  Minot  noted  that 
it  is  nice  to  look  to  other  Towns  to  borrow,  but  we  already  rely  heavily  on  other  Towns 
for  Fire  protection  and  there  is  a  point  we  need  to  take  care  of  ourselves.  Dennis  MacKay 
added  that  with  the  trailer,  the  Police  could  be  two  places  at  one  time  increasing  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Department. 

Shirley  Slattery  asked  about  the  maintenance  of  the  trailer.  Dennis  reported  that  it  is 
electric  and  must  be  certified  each  year.  Amy  Peters^Basch  wondered  if  they  couldn't 
take  a  survey  of  residents  who  know  when  the  traffic  is  prevalent  by  their  houses.  Wes 
Chapmon  wanted  to  know  if  there  was  any  benefit  to  putting  a  mannequin  in  the  cruiser 
when  it  is  parked.  Jackie  Hamel  is  not  in  favor  of  the  Article.  She  feels  it  is  a  want  of  the 
Police  Department  rather  than  a  need.  Most  people  drive  appropriately.  She  thinks  it 
would  be  more  productive  to  park  the  cruiser  different  places  in  Town  for  two  hours  a 
week.  Aaron  Solnit  supports  the  Article.  He  stands  at  the  bus  stop  with  his  kids  and 
knows  that  people  travel  fast.  Shirley  Slattery  asked  if  there  is  an  issue  with  using  it  in 
the  winter  weather  and  was  told  there  was  not.  Bonnie  Poor  asked  if  they  could  amend 
the  Article  to  appropriate  funds  only  if  a  grant  is  received  and  was  told  that  the  money 
had  to  be  expended  first  to  receive  grant  reimbursement.  There  was  a  request  for  a  paper 
ballot. 

92  votes  cast  -  50  yes  and  42  no 
Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Bath  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1436.00  to  contribute  to  a  regional  Household  Hazardous  Waste  collection  to  dispose  of 
household  generated  hazardous  waste  such  as  oil-based  paints,  paint  thinners,  solvents, 
pesticides,  gasoline  and  household  cleaners. 

Rick  Walling  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1436.00  to  contribute 
to  a  regional  Household  Hazardous  Waste  collection  to  dispose  of  household  generated 
hazardous  waste  such  as  oil-based  paints,  paint  thimiers,  solvents,  pesticides,  gasoline 
and  household  cleaners,  seconded  by  Dan  Bixby.  David  Rickey  asked  if  this  was 
regional  and  was  told  that  it  was  and  this  is  usually  held  in  North  Haverhill.  Alan 
Rutherford  reported  that  we  did  it  in  2004  with  17  participants  and  2005  with  13 
participants.  Jackie  Hamel  asked  if  it  would  be  advertised  and  was  told  that  it  would  be. 
Gary  Peters  noted  that  it  didn't  pay  to  do  it.  Jeff  Martin  asked  if  electronics  were 
included  and  was  told  that  they  were  not.  Margaret  Cope  noted  that  we  are  eligible  to  go 
to  Littleton  and  they  will  take  all  kinds  of  things.  She  believes  they  will  also  take 
hazardous  waste  if  you  pay.  Motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed. 
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ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1 10,000  for  road  repairs  on  Abbott  Avenue.  Further  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  up  to 
$50,000  of  long-term  notes  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  determine  the  rate 
of  interest  on  said  note.  The  balance  of  $60,000  will  come  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  road  projects.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation  (2/3  ballot  vote 
required). 

Jeanne  Foltan  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $110,000  for  road 
repairs  on  Abbott  Avenue.  Further  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  up  to  $50,000  of  long- 
term  notes  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  on 
said  note.  The  balance  of  $60,000  will  come  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  road 
projects,  seconded  by  William  Minot.  A  paper  ballot  was  taken. 

85  votes  cast  -  74  yes  and  1 1  no 
Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$265,000  to  conduct  preliminary  and  final  engineering  plans  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
Bath  Village  Covered  Bridge.  Approval  of  this  Article  will  secure  80%  matching 
funding  from  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation  Municipally  Managed 
Bridge  Aid  Program.  The  Town  will  be  reimbursed  80%  ($212,000)  through  the 
NHDOT  with  the  remaining  balance  ($53,000)  funded  by  the  Town  -  $20,000  from  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  repairs  and  renovations  of  the  Bath  Village  Covered 
Bridge  and  $33,000  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  The  Selectmen  approve  this  appropriation. 

Marion  Rutherford  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $265,000  to 
conduct  preliminary  and  final  engineering  plans  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Bath  Village 
Covered  Bridge.  Approval  of  this  Article  will  secure  80%  matching  funding  from  the 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation  Municipally  Managed  Bridge  Aid 
Program.  The  Town  will  be  reimbursed  80%  ($212,000)  through  the  NHDOT  with  the 
remaining  balance  ($53,000)  funded  by  the  Town  -  $20,000  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  future  repairs  and  renovation  of  the  Bath  Village  Covered  Bridge  and 
$33,000  to  be  raised  by  taxes,  seconded  by  Craig  Pursley.  Kim  Hackenberger  asked  what 
the  scope  of  work  to  date  has  been.  Alan  Rutherford  explained  that  a  preliminary  study 
was  done  2  or  3  years  ago.  The  pier  repair  was  done  last  year.  We  are  on  the  list  for 
2009  funding  and  this  Article  would  be  the  next  step  to  getting  the  bridge  rehabilitated 
next  year.  The  State  has  agreed  to  help  apply  for  funding  from  the  Federal  Bridge 
Program.  The  study  this  year  would  look  into  two  options  -  6  ton  and  10  ton  carrying 
capacity.  Next  year  would  be  to  see  which  one  the  people  would  decide  on.  This  Article 
is  for  the  engineering  only.  Wes  Chapmon  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to  expect  a 
higher  capacity.  Alan  Rutherford  answered  that  he  did  not  think  so  before  this  meeting, 
but  it  will  be  looked  into.  Kim  Hackenberger  added  that  there  are  now  other  materials 
besides  wood  that  can  be  used.  The  Committee  will  look  into  all  options.  Jim  Elliott 
asked  if  the  Committee  would  hold  hearings  to  keep  citizens  aware  of  how  the  project  is 
going.  Alan  thought  that  hearings/update  meetings  could  be  arranged. 

David  Belyea  believes  that  the  reality  is  that  in  the  future  there  will  have  to  be  another 
bridge.  Alan  noted  that  would  be  for  the  people  to  decide.  William  Minot  stated  that  loss 
of  the  use  of  the  bridge  does  not  just  hurt  emergency  vehicles,  but  also  other  services  to 
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the  Townspeople.  It  is  a  cost  to  all  of  us.  He  noted  that  the  Master  Plan  and  the  Planning 
Board  say  that  they  support  agriculture  in  Town,  but  the  bridge  will  never  support  the 
weight  of  farm  vehicles.  We  need  to  have  a  real  bridge.  Wes  Chapmon  noted  that  the 
Ray  Burton  Bridge  brings  across  heavier  vehicles,  but  the  old  bridge  becomes  a  novelty. 
Gary  Peters  said  that  the  Bridge  Committee  went  through  the  whole  thing,  but  there  has 
been  new  information  brought  up  tonight  that  is  worth  looking  into.  He  feels  that  the  best 
crossing  is  where  it  is.  Bonnie  Poor  commented  that  if  we  consider  approving  this  money 
that  the  existing  posting  should  be  followed  including  one  vehicle  in  the  bridge  at  a  time. 
Mary  Stapleton  suggested  putting  in  traffic  lights  to  help  with  the  one  vehicle  at  a  time. 
Jackie  Hamel  asked  how  long  the  3  ton  repairs  will  last.  Alan  answered  that  the  State 
could  come  in  any  time  and  do  an  inspection.  If  it  doesn't  pass  at  that  time,  they  could 
close  it.  Linda  Lauer  is  in  favor  of  the  Article.  She  thinks  that  we  will  still  need  the 
engineering  studies  regardless  of  how  we  fix  the  bridge.  Jim  Elliott  asked  if  we  could 
look  into  the  steel  question,  before  we  spend  the  money.  Rick  Walling  noted  that  the 
Article  doesn't  specify  requirements.  Jackie  Hamel  asked  if  $33,000  was  the  actual  tax 
effect  of  the  Article  and  was  told  that  it  was.  Ernie  Roy  made  the  motion  to  move  the 
Article,  seconded  by  Lorraine  Dufresne.  Motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$100,000  for  a  feasibility  study  for  an  alternative  Ammonoosuc  River  Crossing. 
Approval  of  this  Article  will  secure  80%  matching  funding  from  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Transportation  Municipally  Managed  Bridge  Aid  Program.  The  Town 
will  be  reimbursed  80%  ($80,000)  through  the  NHDOT  with  the  remaining  balance 
($20,000)  to  be  funded  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  repairs  and 
renovations  of  the  Bath  Village  Covered  Bridge.  The  Selectmen  approve  this 
appropriation. 

Alden  Minot  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100,000  for  a 
feasibility  study  for  an  alternative  Ammonoosuc  River  Crossing.  Approval  of  this  Article 
will  secure  80%  matching  funding  from  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Transportation  Municipally  Managed  Bridge  Aid  Program.  The  Town  will  be 
reimbursed  80%  ($80,000)  through  the  NHDOT  with  the  remaining  balance  ($20,000)  to 
be  funded  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  repairs  and  renovations  of  the 
Bath  Village  Covered  Bridge,  seconded  by  Everett  Rust.  Mary  Stapleton  asked  where 
would  we  put  another  bridge.  Tom  Rappa  replied  that  was  what  the  study  would 
determine.  Wes  Chapmon  asked  if  this  should  take  place  the  same  time  as  the  other  work 
or  before  it.  Alan  Rutherford  responded  that  both  projects  were  approved  by  the  State 
DOT  and  would  require  separate  bidding  processes.  Alden  Minot  believes  that  we  are 
going  to  need  both  studies  because  we  are  still  going  to  need  to  meet  our  demands  for  an 
appropriate  crossing.  Dianne  Rappa  asked  about  taking  the  money  out  of  the  Capital 
Reserve  and  was  told  the  Department  of  Revenue  approved  the  Article.  Dan  Bixby  does 
not  believe  there  is  a  way  to  fix  the  existing  bridge  when  we  were  putting  emergency 
vehicles  over  it  only  a  few  years  ago.  Wes  Chapmon  asked  if  the  engineering  and  the 
specifications  had  to  be  approved  by  the  State.  Alan  said  that  if  we  look  into  alternative 
materials  the  State  might  change  their  requirements.  Velma  Ide  feels  that  it  would  be 
prudent  to  wait  until  next  year  to  vote  on  this  Article.  Jackie  Hamel  noted  that  the  bridge 
was  built  where  it  is  for  a  reason.  Craig  Pursley  asked  if  there  would  be  funds  available 
if  it  became  a  State  Bridge.  Alan  responded  that  there  would  only  be  a  very  slim  chance 
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for  the  State  to  take  over  the  bridge  and  that  we  should  forget  that  option.  A  voice  vote 
was  taken  and  a  majority  could  not  be  determined.  A  paper  ballot  was  requested.

Dianna  Ash  asked  Cody  MacKay  to  stand  and  be  recognized.  The  Town  Report  was 
dedicated  to  him  for  his  great  job  on  the  Community  Sign.  A  round  of  applause 
followed.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  restoration  of  the  Haverhill-Bath  Covered  Bridge  was  complete  in  2008.  A 
dedication  celebration  was  held  this  summer. 

The  Board  has  named  Linda  Lauer  as  the  new  Emergency  Management  Director  and 
Karen  Fesler  as  the  new  Health  Officer  in  Bath.  The  Board  also  hired  a  third  Highway 
Crewmember  in  July.  Welcome  to  Mike  Collins. 

The  Board,  along  with  the  Emergency  Management  Director  and  the  Fire  Chief,  has 
initiated  the  use  of  Picknell's  field  on  Route  302  for  a  designated  DART  Landing  in  Bath. 
More  work  will  be  done  on  the  access  in  2009. 

A  new  lobby  floor  was  installed  in  the  Post  Office.  The  Fire  Marshall's  Office  did  an 
inspection  of  the  Town  Hall.  Several  safety  issues  need  to  be  addressed  in  2009  in  order 
to  be  able  to  use  the  upstairs  hall  again.  The  Grange  has  been  temporarily  holding  their 
meetings  at  the  School. 

The  Abbott  Avenue  project  did  not  get  done  this  year  for  various  reasons.  It  is  the  plan 
of  the  Board  to  make  sure  the  project  is  completed  in  2009. 

A  severe  rainstorm  in  August  caused  quite  a  bit  of  damage  to  the  roads  throughout  the 
Town  and  specifically  to  Mt.  Gardner  Road.  We  were  fortunate  to  be  reimbursed  75%  of 
the  funds  spent  for  this  emergency  from  FEMA.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank 
Emergency  Management  Director  Linda  Lauer  for  all  her  assistance  in  securing  these 
funds.

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BATH  VILLAGE  COVERED  BRIDGE 

The  feasibility  study  for  an  alternate  Ammonoosuc  River  Crossing  was  completed,  for 
the  most  part,  in  December.  The  engineering  firm  of  Hoyle,  Tanner  and  Associates 
reviewed  several  areas  for  a  crossing  and  determined  that  the  most  feasible  crossing 
would  be  located  just  North  of  the  existing  bridge  and  connects  Route  302  and  West  Bath 
Road.  The  estimated  cost  (in  2020  dollars)  of  this  alternative  would  be  $25,650,000. 
The  full  report  is  available  in  the  Town  Office  for  review. 

The  engineers  are  continuing  with  their  final  plans  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  bridge. 
We  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  awarded  funding  from  the  National  Historic  Covered 
Bridge  Preservation  Program  to  finance  80%  of  the  project  ($2,320,000).  The  State 
Municipally  Managed  Bridge  Aid  Program  will  also  contribute  the  sum  of  $464,000  to 
the  completion  of  the  rehabilitation.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  State  Bridge  Aid 
Program  representatives  for  applying  for  the  Federal  Grant  on  our  behalf. 

If  approved  at  Town  Meeting,  we  will  continue  with  the  rehabilitation  plans" this  year  and 
would  expect  actual  construction  to  begin  on  the  bridge  in  2010. 

We  would  like  to  remind  residents  that  the  bridge  is  posted  for  no  more  than  a  3  Ton 
weight  and  for  one  vehicle  at  a  time  on  the  bridge.  Everyone's  help  in  adhering  to  these 
postings  is  necessary  to  prevent  any  further  damage  to  the  bridge.

This  year  the  Library  has  seen  a  growth  in  both  the  number  of  patrons  to  the  Library  and 
the  number  of  items  circulated. 

Due  to  increased  interest,  the  children's  reading  programs  were  expanded  to  two  a  week 
and  were  very  well  attended.  In  December  for  the  finale  to  our  weekly  reading  programs, 
27  children  attended  an  exciting  and  educational  program,  Reptiles  on  the  Move.  The 
children  had  a  great  time  learning  about,  seeing  and  touching  snakes,  lizards,  turtles, 
bearded  dragons  and  even,  Wally  the  3'  American  Alligator  and  Luka  the  10'  Burmese 
Python! 

We  still  are  a  Participant  Library  in  the  New  Hampshire  Downloadable  Audio  Book 
Program.  This  service  offers  patrons  over  1 200  audio  books  that  can  be  downloaded  onto 
personal  MP3  players  24  hours  a  day/365  days  a  year  from  their  own  computer. 

August  2008,  a  wireless  environment  was  created  at  the  Library  for  patrons  with  laptops 
and  other  portable  devices  to  use  the  Internet.  This  has  been  well  received  and  frequently 
utilized. 

September  2008,  the  Friends  of  the  Bath  Public  Library  was  organized  by  interested 
members  of  our  community.  This  is  a  non-profit  corporation,  established  to  promote  and 
provide  on-going  support  for  our  Library.  All  Bath  residents  are  encouraged  to  join  in 
this  worthy  cause.  Colleen  Strout,  secretary,  can  be  contacted  for  more  information. 
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October  2008,  Bath  Book  Club  started  meeting  once  a  month  on  Tuesday  evenings. 
Some  of  the  books  we  read  and  discussed  were  Water  for  Elephants  by  Sara  Gruen  and 
The  Glass  Castle  by  Jeanette  Walls.  All  patrons  are  encouraged  to  attend  and  participate. 
The  choice  of  books  is  determined  by  those  who  attend. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  community  for  their  continued  commitment  and  support  of  the  Bath 
Public  Library.  I  offer  special  thanks  to  the  patrons  who  have  donated  time,  monies,  and 
materials  throughout  the  year. 

With  this  continuing  support,  the  trustees  and  staff  are  looking  forward  to  an  even  more 
eventful  2009!

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POLICE  REPORT 

Officer  Martin  "Mac"  Cashin  resigned  to  focus  on  his  primary  full-time  employment  at 
the  Orford  Police  Department.  Good  luck  and  thanks  for  the  help. 

Officer  Cody  MacKay  completed  the  part-time  academy  in  August.  He  is  scheduled  to 
participate  in  a  field  training  program  this  summer  (2009)  which  will  complete  his 
preparation  for  patrol  duties.  His  assistance  with  the  radar  trailer  and  administrative 
duties  while  attending  the  academy  were  very  helpful. 

Matching  grants  for  equipment  were  obtained  to  purchase  a  radar  trailer  and  in-car  video 
system  for  the  cruiser.  The  radar  trailer  was  deployed  on  several  occasions  and  the 
benefits  are  consistent  with  our  expectations.  Use  of  the  in-car  video  has  been  beneficial 
in  arrest  documentation  and  it  provides  Officer  safety  benefits. 

Additional  equipment  for  the  cruiser  was  obtained  through  a  100%  grant  from  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire.  This  includes  a  new  radar,  siren,  computer  accessories, 
controls,  and  programming  to  make  all  of  this  new  equipment  hands  free.  Our  total  grant 
savings  this  year  exceeded  $10,000. 

Thank  you  to  the  Bath  Highway  Department,  Bath  Fire  Department,  and  Bath  Emergency 
Management.  Our  combined  efforts  were  tested  this  year  in  many  ways.  In  addition  we 
would  like  to  thank  NH  DOT,  NH  Department  of  Safety,  NH  Highway  Safety  Agency, 
NH  Fish  and  Game,  Grafton  County  Sheriffs  Department,  Haverhill  PD,  Lisbon  PD, 
Grafton  County  Attorney's  Office  and  White  Mountain  Mental  Health.

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EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 

2008  marked  a  busy  and  successful  year  for  the  Emergency  Management  Team.  The 
most  significant  accomplishment  was  the  installation  of  a  backup  generator  at  Bath 
Village  School,  which  had  been  previously  approved  by  the  American  Red  Cross  as  the 
primary  emergency  shelter  for  the  Town.  The  Emergency  Management  Team  applied  for 
and  received  a  grant  from  the  NH  Department  of  Safety,  Homeland  Security  and 
Emergency  Management  that  paid  50%  of  the  cost  of  the  generator.  A  manual  transfer 
switch  was  installed  in  the  Town  Garage  to  permit  hook-up  of  a  portable  generator  to 
ensure  that  refueling  of  the  Town  Emergency  Vehicles  and  Road  Equipment  is  possible 
in  the  event  of  a  power  failure.  In  addition,  the  Town  received  State  approval  of  its  Local 
Emergency  Operations  Plan  and  its  Water  Resource  Plan,  making  it  eligible  for  future 
grants. 

The  Emergency  Management  Team  responded  to  several  unexpected  incidents,  including 
the  Abbott  Avenue  flooding  in  March,  a  severe  rainstorm  with  significant  road  flooding 
and  damage  in  August,  and  the  ice  storm  in  December  that  left  many  Bath  residents 
without  power  for  several  days.  In  each  case,  close  coordination  with  the  State 
Emergency  Operations  Center  was  required.  The  August  flooding  also  resulted  in  the 
Emergency  Management  Team,  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  Office  staff  and  Road 
Agent,  working  closely  with  FEMA  to  evaluate  and  quantify  local  road  damage.  The 
result  of  our  efforts  was  a  75%  reimbursement  from  FEMA  for  the  cost  of  the  major  road 
repairs  that  were  required  as  a  result  of  the  storm. 

In  2009,  the  six  volunteer  members  of  the  Emergency  Management  Team  plan  to 
continue  to  focus  our  efforts  on  long-term  planning  and  on  projects  that  have  been 
identified  as  high  priority  in  the  Town  Hazard  Mitigation  Plan.  In  addition,  we  hope  to 
initiate  a  Town-wide  survey  to  identify  local  needs  and  capabilities  in  the  event  of  an 
emergency.  We  will  continue  to  seek  grant  opportunities  to  minimize  the  financial 
impact  of  critical  infrastructure  projects  on  the  Town's  taxpayers. 

The  Emergency  Management  Team  hopes  to  expand  its  effectiveness  in  2009  through  the 
addition  of  new  members.  Please  contact  the  Town  Office  or  any  member  of  the  Team  if 
you  are  interested  in  serving.

Pump  Training,  Auto  Extrication  Training,  Driver  Training,  3  Officers  attended 
Command  Courses,  and  one  member  completed  a  200  hours  "Level  1"  course. 

We  have  purchased  some  of  the  needed  Equipment  for  the  2nd  Engine  and  rebuilt  its 
pump. 

Because  of  our  large  volume  of  Auto  Accidents  we  have  purchased  some  Extrication 
equipment  and  trained  the  members  in  its  use.  Thru  the  generosity  of  Hilltop  Farm  we 
now  have  a  Honda  ATV.  This  will  be  used  in  Forestry  responses  and  Rescue  situations 
in  remote  areas. 

The  Materials  and  Easements  for  3  Dry  Hydrants  have  been  obtained,  however,  due  to 
the  onset  of  Winter,  installation  is  planned  for  early  Spring  2009. 

I  would  like  to  personally  thank  the  members  for  their  dedication.  The  Town  truly  has  a 
great  group  of  highly  motivated  Firemen  ready  at  all  hours  to  serve  and  protect  it.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  work  collaboratively  to  reduce  the  risk  and  frequency  of 
wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  please  contact  your  local  Forest 
Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  determine  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY 
outside  burning.  Under  State  law  (RSA  227-L:17)  a  fire  permit  is  required  for  all  outside 
burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  The  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Environmental  Services  also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of  household 
waste.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  Fire  Department  or  DES  at  1-800- 
498-6868  or  www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information.  Safe  open  burning  requires 
diligence  and  responsibility.  Help  us  to  protect  New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.  For 
more  information  please  contact  the  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  at  (603)  271-2214,  or 
online  at  wwav.nhdfl.org. 

Spring  fire  season  lasted  unusually  long  this  past  year,  with  very  high  fire  danger 
stretching  into  the  first  week  of  June.  Once  again,  the  rains  started  to  fall  during  the 
summer  and  the  fire  activity  was  fairly  light  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  The  acreage 
burned  was  less  than  that  of  2007.  The  largest  Forest  Fire  during  the  2008  season  burned 
approximately  54  acres  on  Rattlesnake  Mountain  in  Rumney  on  White  Mountain 
National  Forest  property.  Another  39  acre  fire  occurred  on  Mount  Major  in  Alton  during 
the  month  of  April.  Our  statewide  system  of  16  fire  lookout  towers  is  credited  with 
keeping  most  fires  small  and  saving  several  structures  this  season  due  to  their  quick  and 
accurate  spotting  capabilities.  Many  homes  in  New  Hampshire  are  located  in  the 
wildland  urban  interface,  which  is  the  area  where  homes  and  flammable  wildland  fuels 
intermix.  Several  of  the  fires  during  the  2008  season  threatened  structures,  a  constant 
reminder  that  forest  fires  burn  more  than  just  trees.  Homeowners  should  take  measures 
to  prevent  a  wildland  fire  from  spreading  to  their  home.  Precautions  include  keeping 
your  roof  and  gutters  clear  of  leaves  and  pine  needles,  and  maintaining  adequate  green 
space  around  your  home  free  of  flammable  materials.  Additional  information  and 
homeowner  recommendations  are  available  at  www.firewise.org.  Please  help  Smokey 
Bear,  your  local  Fire  Department  and  the  State's  Forest  Rangers  by  being  fire  wise  and 
fire  safe!

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BATH  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

WE  NEED  HELP!  The  Historical  Society  is  embarking  on  a  new  project  that  will  only 
be  successful  if  we  get  lots  of  help  from  those  who  read  this,  their  friends  and 
acquaintances.  What  we  hope  to  do  is  collect  stories,  anecdotes,  legends  and  tales  of 
experiences  that  relate  to  haunting  and  other  unique  and  unusual  happenings  within  our 
Town.  We  have  two  individuals  who  are  writing  ghostly  experiences  for  us  which  will 
get  the  project  underway  but  we  need  lots  more.  So  please  let  us  hear  from  you. 

Speaking  of  haunting,  isn't  it  interesting  that  our  Cemetery  residents  seem  to  get  restless 
every  Spring?  The  2008  Ghost  Walk  took  place  at  the  Center  Cemetery  on  the  traditional 
May  30  Memorial  Day.  Our  Medium,  Camille  Wharey,  called  forth  a  number  of  ghosts 
who  spoke  of  their  lives  and  times.  Anna  Sutherland  (Beverly  Woods)  was  the  wife  of 
Rev.  David  Sutherland,  well  known  and  respected  Pastor  of  the  area  who  served  the  local 
church  for  40  years.  Anna  was  born  in  Scotland,  came  to  Bath  in  1805  and  was  a  good 
wife,  mother,  friend,  and  neighbor.  Susan  "Sukie"  Lang  (Linda  Michelsen)  was  born  in 
England  and  came  here  with  her  parents.  She  died  in  1845.  Amasa  Buck  (great,  great, 
great  grandson  Alden  Minot)  fought  in  the  Revolution.  He  came  to  Bath  from 
Connecticut  by  ox  sled  in  1785,  was  influential  in  Town  before  his  death  in  1840. 
Zebulon  Hunt  (Harry  Burgess)  was  born  in  New  Hampshire,  was  at  Bunker  Hill  and 
served  in  Bedel's  Regiment.  He  was  a  cooper  by  trade.  Abigail  Green  Child  (Ann  Joy) 
was  born  in  Connecticut  and  came  to  Bath  to  join  her  daughter  following  the  death  of  her 
husband.  Aaron  Hibbard  (Stephen  Whitney)  also  served  in  the  Revolution.  He  came  to 
Bath  in  1784  as  a  surveyor  and  served  the  Town  until  his  death  in  1835.  We  expect  there 
to  be  more  restless  ghosts  wanting  to  be  heard  this  Spring  so  mark  May  30  on  your 
calendar  as  the  day  to  commune  with  some  who  have  gone  before. 

Again  in  the  spirit  of  remembering,  the  Historical  Society  sponsored  the  Memory  Tree  on 
the  Common.  Unfortunately,  due  to  illness  and  weather  related  obstacles  the  dedication 
ceremony  and  reading  of  names  had  to  be  cancelled.  We  are  most  thankful  to  all  who 
took  the  opportunity  to  remember  special  people  by  purchasing  bulbs.  The  names  were 
posted  at  the  Town  Hall  and  read  at  the  Church  on  the  following  Sunday. 

The  Historical  Society  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  a  number  of  notebooks  filled  with 
historical  notes  and  dates  as  well  as  some  old  pictures.  These  were  compiled  by  Margaret 
Powers  Lamarre  -  a  teacher  and  long-time  resident  of  Bath.  In  order  to  be  sure  these 
treasures  are  preserved  we  are  having  the  contents  copied  so  the  information  will  be 
available  for  reading  and/or  research  at  the  Town  Office.  The  originals  will  be  safely 
stored  at  another  location. 

How  about  joining  the  Bath  Historical  Society?  You  might  be  surprised  what  you  will 
learn  about  your  Town  and  have  fun  as  well!  Meetings  are  the  last  Thursday  of  the 
month  at  7:30  PM  in  the  Town  Office.

ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

In  2008,  the  Town  purchased  a  one  ton  vehicle  and  hired  a  new  man  to  run  it.  This  took 
the  place  of  three  independent  trucks  we  had  previously  hired  whose  job  it  was  to  plow 
some  of  the  smaller,  dead-end  roads,  the  School,  the  Fire  Station  and  fire  ponds,  etc. 

We  crushed  1 800  yards  of  1 .5"  gravel  and  200  yards  of  6"  minus  at  Presbys'  pit.  We  had 
Men-ill  Construction  do  the  work,  as  they  had  the  equipment  necessary  to  clean  the  pit 
from  years  of  crushing  that  in  turn  had  left  a  large  amount  of  rocks  that  the  smaller 
crushers  were  unable  to  crush. 

We  did  very  little  paving  this  year  due  to  the  fact  that  pavement  has  nearly  doubled  in 
price  from  last  year.

The  year  2008  saw  the  Bath  Conservation  Commission  as  busy  as  usual. 

The  annual  roadside  trash  pick  up  was  held  with  many  volunteers  contributing  to  the 
beautification  of  Bath  -  we  thank  you. 

Members  of  the  Commission  continue  to  donate  many  hours  serving  on  the  Planning 
Board  to  offer  technical  expertise  to  address  subdivision  proposals. 

The  Commission  has  been  an  advisor  and  partner  to  the  UVLT  efforts  to  protect  farms 
and  conservation  land  in  the  Town  of  Bath.  The  Commission  recommended  the  release 
of  funds  from  the  Town  approved  Conservation  Fund  to  protect  properties.  Landowners 
continue  to  protect  their  land  in  perpetuity  for  many  conservation  uses. 

The  usual  duties  have  been  performed  such  as  comments  on  wetland  permit  applications, 
monitoring  conservation  easements  and  keeping  track  of  gold  dredging  in  the  Wild 
Ammonoosuc  River.  We  have  also  talked  to  resource  professionals  about  writing  a 
Natural  Resources  Inventory  for  the  Town.

The  Bath  Town  Planning  Board  meets  the  third  Wednesday  of  every  month  at  7:00  p.m. 
in  the  Bath  Selectmen's  Office.  These  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  we  welcome 
your  visits,  concerns  and  comments. 

During  the  2008  monthly  meetings,  7  subdivision  applications  including  the  final 
approval  of  one  large  32  lot  cluster  development  application;  three  boundary  line 
agreements;  and  three  gravel  pit  renewals  were  on  the  agendas  for  review,  discussion  and 
subsequent  approval.  Discussions  at  monthly  meetings  involved  building  permits  and 
concern  with  available  water,  existing  subdivisions  and  corresponding  regulations, 
wetlands,  aquifers,  steep  slopes,  vegetative  buffers,  buildable  areas,  relaxation  requests 
for  subdivisions  and  covenant  regulations,  boundary  line  adjustments,  driveways  and 
road  access,  and  Class  V  road  specifications  along  with  Class  VI  road  development  and 
building  issues.  Waivers,  Town  services,  road  maintenance,  and  fire  ponds  were  all 
concerns  with  some  of  the  larger  subdivision  applications.  The  agenda  always  includes 
concerns  with  the  Town's  Covered  Bridges  and  adherence  to  load  limits. 

Hard  copies  of  the  updated  Town  of  Bath  Subdivision  Regulations  and  Bath  Town 
Zoning  Ordinances  are  available  at  the  Town  Office  or  a  copy  can  be  sent  by  email. 
CD's  and  hard  copies  of  the  2007  Master  Plan  are  also  available  at  the  Town  Office. 

The  Planning  Board  strongly  advises  the  residents  and  the  Selectmen  to  institute  a  Capital 
Improvement  Plan  so  that  the  Planning  Board  can  do  site  plan  reviews  and  impose  impact 
fees  when  necessary  to  financially  help  with  our  municipal  services.  The  appointment  of 
a  Zoning  Officer/Building  Inspector  is  also  recommended. 

We  always  welcome  your  concerns  and  please  feel  free  to  contact  any  member  of  the 
Planning  Board  or  drop  your  ideas  and  comments  off  at  the  Town  Office.  If  you  have  a 
question  about  land  use,  Town  issues,  etc.,  contact  the  Selectmen  first  and  they  will 
advise  you  as  to  which  Board,  if  any,  you  need  to  contact.

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BATH  ENERGY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Year  Ending  December  2008 

The  Bath  Energy  Committee  was  formed  in  late  2007,  with  a  goal  of  promoting  energy 
conservation,  energy  efficiency,  and  the  use  of  renewable  energy  resources  among  the 
residents,  businesses,  town  government,  and  Bath  Village  School  through  education  and 
action.  In  2008,  the  Committee  held  its  first  educational  outreach  event  when  it  provided 
informational  material  at  Town  Meeting.  Later  in  the  year,  the  group  sponsored  a  public 
meeting  featuring  speaker  Phil  Guiser,  Tri-County  CAP,  who  discussed  the  State's 
Weatherization  and  Fuel  Assistance  Programs.  Informational  material  on  the  programs 
was  made  available  to  the  public  at  the  Bath  Post  Office.  The  Committee  has  also 
initiated  an  energy  efficiency  inventory  of  the  Town  Hall  and  is  awaiting  the  final  report 
from  PSNH.  Finally,  a  representative  from  the  Bath  Energy  Committee  is  a  member  of 
the  Ammonoosuc  Regional  Energy  Team,  which  sponsored  a  series  of  educational 
seminars  in  November  at  Profile  School  ("Cut  Your  Fuel  Bills:  Technology  and 
Renovation  for  Your  Home").

BATH  SCHOOL  BOARD 
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RESULTS  OF  BATH  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  WARRANT 
MARCH  13,  2008 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Bath  School  District  was  held  March  13,  2008,  at  the  Bath 
Village  School  Cafetorium.  Moderator  Everett  Rust  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  6:00 
pm.  Moderator  Rust  read  Articles  1-8  and  postponed  action  on  the  remaining  Articles 
until  7:00  p.m.  The  official  ballot  box  was  checked  and  declared  empty,  and  the  polls 
were  declared  open  as  called  for  in  Articles  1-8.  Supervisor  of  the  checklist,  Catherine 
Armstrong,  was  present. 

At  7:09  p.m.  Moderator  Rust  called  the  meeting  to  order  for  discussion  of  Articles  5-8. 
The  Pledge  of  Allegiance  was  given.  Moderator  Rust  explained  the  procedures  that 
would  be  followed  throughout  the  meeting  and  read  Articles  5-8.  The  polls  were  closed. 

ARTICLE  1:    To  choose,  by  non-partisan  ballot,  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Election  Results:  Everett  Rust  -  24  votes;  Thomas  Rappa  -  2  votes; 
Jeff  Poor-  1  vote;  Marion  Rutherford  -  1  vote. 

ARTICLE  2:    To  choose,  by  non-partisan  ballot,  a  School  District  Clerk  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Election  Results:  Angela  Bemis  -  47  votes. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  choose,  by  non-partisan  ballot,  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Election  Results:  Everett  Rust  -  47  votes. 

ARTICLE  4:    To  choose,  by  non-partisan  ballot,  one  School  Board  Member  for  a 
term  of  three  years  expiring  in  2011. 

Election  Results:  Brad  Houston  -  45  votes;  Amy  Gall  -  7  votes. 

ARTICLE  5:    To  hear  reports  of  the  School  Board,  Superintendent,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  related  thereto. 

Alan  Rutherford  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  School  Board, 
Superintendent,  Committees,  or  officers  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report,  seconded  by 
Robert  Cope.  A  voice  vote  was  taken.  Motion  carried  as  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  6:    To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  one 
million,  nine  hundred  ninety-seven  thousand,  one  hundred  forty 
dollars  ($1,997,140.00)  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  for  the  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district.  This  article  is 
exclusive  of  any  other  article  on  the  warrant. 
(The  school  board  recommends  this  article.) 

Alan  Rutherford  made  a  motion  to  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  one  million,  nine  hundred  ninety-seven  thousand,  one  hundred  forty  dollars 
($1,997,140.00)  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  the  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district, 
seconded  by  Ernie  Roy.  Alan  Rutherford  asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  increase  of 
$166,616.00  in  regular  programs.  It  was  explained  that  this  increase  is  due  to  an  increase 
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in  tuition  rates  as  well  as  an  increase  in  the  number  of  tuitioned  students.  Pat  Amsden 
explained  that  regular  programs  included  salaries,  benefits  and  supplies,  as  well  as 
tuition.  She  further  explained  that  the  tuition  is  up  a  total  of  $141,965.00.  Jackie  Hamel 
asked  what  the  increase  in  the  superintendent's  office  was.  Pat  Amsden  explained  that 
this  increase  was  $13,000.00  for  the  entire  budget,  but  Bath's  share  of  this  expense 
decreased.  Jackie  Hamel  asked  what  the  salary  increase  for  the  superintendent's  office 
was.  Pat  Amsden  indicated  that  there  was  a  cost  of  living  increase  of  3.5%  and  a  1% 
merit  increase  which  some  employees  would  be  eligible  for.  Gary  Peters  asked  about  the 
discount  that  was  received  from  Haverhill  for  tuitioned  students  and  inquired  about  who 
paid  the  difference  between  the  tuition  amount  to  Haverhill  and  Lisbon.  Heather  Poor 
indicated  that  the  District  paid  the  entire  tuition  amount  for  Haverhill  and  Lisbon.  James 
Roy  indicated  that  currently  80%  of  middle  school  students  attend  Haverhill.  Gary  Peters 
asked  for  an  explanation  of  why  the  District  pays  the  entire  tuition  to  St.  Johnsbury 
Academy.  Bruce  Labs  indicated  that  if  the  District  has  a  tuition  agreement  with  another 
school  the  District  is  responsible  for  the  full  amount  of  tuition.  Diana  Ash  questioned  Mr. 
Labs  regarding  this  information,  and  indicated  that  in  other  districts  parents  have  paid  the 
difference  in  tuition  rates.  Mr.  Labs  indicated  that  it  has  been  the  advice  of  their  attorney 
that  this  is  not  legal  and  other  districts  within  the  SAU  that  have  engaged  in  this  practice 
have  had  to  return  the  monies  paid  by  the  parents.  Bernie  Prochnik  asked  what  the  impact 
of  Lisbon  joining  SAU  23  would  be.  Mr.  Labs  indicated  that  SAU  23  has  been  talking  to 
Lisbon  about  this  and  that  Lisbon  would  be  deciding  what  to  do  in  the  future,  but  as  of 
now  they  are  only  in  the  discussion  phase.  Amy  Peters-Basch  asked  the  Board  if  they 
have  considered  bringing  7-8  grade  students  back  to  the  Bath  Village  School  using  the 
existing  teachers  and  doubling  the  classes.  James  Roy  indicated  that  the  last  time  this  was 
discussed  the  Town  was  very  against  the  idea.  Heather  Poor  indicated  that  additions 
would  need  to  be  made  to  the  school  in  order  to  accommodate  this.  Lisa  Romprey 
indicated  that  because  of  the  difference  in  age  groups  the  quality  of  the  education  given 
to  the  students  may  be  questionable.  Mike  Amsden  indicated  that  there  would  be  a  loss  of 
the  quality  of  learning.  Bruce  Labs  indicated  that  in  order  to  bring  7-8  grade  students 
back  the  school  would  have  to  add  classes  such  as  home  economics,  vocational  programs, 
add  lab  facilities  and  expand  the  art  and  music  departments.  Mr.  Amsden  indicated  that 
the  current  staff  is  certified  for  elementary  education.  Velma  Ide  asked  the  Board  to 
thoroughly  explore  bringing  the  7-8  grade  students  back  to  Bath.  Jim  Elliott  asked  how 
many  7-8  grade  students  are  currently  being  tuitioned  out.  Pat  Amsden  indicated  that 
currently  there  are  22  students  being  tuitioned  out  for  a  cost  of  $280,000.00.  Jim  Elliott 
noted  that  the  competition  for  the  7-8  grade  students  may  have  kept  the  tuition  rates 
lower,  and  the  cost  of  $280,000.00  would  be  quickly  met  with  teacher  salaries  and  other 
improvements  needed  to  bring  7-8  grade  students  back.  Jackie  Hamel  indicated  that  in  the 
past  children  used  to  go  through  school  in  double  grades  and  did  fine.  She  indicated  that 
there  were  4-8  grades  in  one  classroom.  She  further  inquired  about  the  upcoming 
kindergarten  class.  Mr.  Amsden  indicated  that  the  class  was  projected  at  8  students.  He 
further  indicated  that  with  the  regulations  for  No  Child  Left  Behind  and  mandated  testing, 
combined  classes  would  be  very  difficult  as  there  are  many  more  expectations  of  children 
now  than  many  years  ago.  Nicole  Houston  indicated  that  she  felt  that  doubling  classes 
would  have  a  negative  impact  on  the  children's  education  and  these  were  the  years  where 
a  child's  educational  foundation  was  created.  James  Roy  indicated  that  the  Board  would 
look  into  the  possibilities.  Shirley  Slattery  indicated  that  she  felt  that  doubling  classes 
would  do  a  great  disservice  to  the  children.  Jackie  Hamel  indicated  that  Lisbon  has  14-17 
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students  in  a  single  class.  Mr.  Amsden  indicated  that  the  number  of  students  in  a  class  is 
not  the  issue;  it  is  combining  more  than  one  class  in  the  same  room  with  the  same  teacher 
that  is  the  issue.  Amy  Peters-Basch  indicated  that  she  was  aware  of  the  negative  effect 
switching  schools  after  6f  grade  has  on  students.  Louise  Roy  indicated  that  she  believed 
that  it  would  be  more  difficult  for  students  to  switch  schools  after  the  8th  grade.  She 
indicated  that  from  personal  experience  with  her  own  children  who  attended  the  Bath 
Village  School,  by  the  end  of  the  6th  grade  students  were  ready  to  move  on  and  be  with 
larger  peer  groups.  A  voice  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  on  the  table.  Motion  carried  as 
the  ayes  prevailed 

ARTICLE  7:    To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  forty- 
two  thousand  dollars  ($42,000.00)  to  replace  the  boiler  at  Bath 
Village  School.  This  article  is  exclusive  of  any  other  article  on  the 
warrant.  (The  school  board  recommends  this  article.) 

Alan  Rutherford  made  a  motion  to  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  forty-two  thousand  dollars  ($42,000.00)  to  replace  the  boiler  at  Bath  Village 
School,  $10,000.00  funded  by  taxes  and  the  other  $32,000.00  to  be  secured  by  a  5  year 
note  at  the  best  interest  rate  the  School  Board  can  obtain,  seconded  by  Alden  Minot.  Alan 
Rutherford  indicated  that  currently  Woodsville  Guaranty  Savings  Bank  was  offering  a  5 
year  municipal  loan  at  3.78%.  Bruce  Labs  indicated  that  the  bond  would  be  paid  off  next 
year  which  meant  that  the  District  will  not  need  to  make  the  $88,000.00  bond  payment. 
Marion  Rutherford  indicated  that  she  felt  that  a  capital  reserve  fund  was  necessary  in  the 
future.  A  voice  vote  was  taken.  Motion  passed  as  the  ayes  were  unanimous. 

ARTICLE  8:    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting. 

Jackie  Hamel  asked  if  there  was  money  being  sent  back  to  the  Town.  Heather  Poor 
indicated  that  due  to  the  increase  in  tuition,  there  was  no  money  being  returned  to  the 
Town.  Gary  Peters  asked  about  the  capacity  of  the  school.  James  Roy  indicated  that  there 
is  a  lot  of  square  footage  with  large  rooms  and  once  the  bond  is  paid  off  they  will  start 
looking  at  space  deficiencies.  He  indicated  that  when  the  school  was  designed  it  was 
designed  with  the  anticipation  of  the  number  of  students  increasing  and  it  has  not.  Ernie 
Roy  indicated  that  he  believed  the  school  was  built  for  a  capacity  of  approximately  150 
students.  Amy  Peters-Basch  asked  if  the  roof  had  been  leaking.  Mr.  Amsden  indicated 
that  it  had  leaked  in  the  5th  grade  room  due  to  ice  build-up.  Jams  Roy  indicated  that  the 
roof  is  one  of  the  things  that  is  being  looked  at  for  repair  after  the  bond  is  paid  off.  Diana 
Ash  indicated  that  the  light  in  the  upstairs  room  is  often  left  on  and  wondered  if  a  motion 
sensor  switch  could  be  installed  to  alleviate  this  problem.  Mr.  Amsden  indicated  that  they 
would  look  into  this. 

Ernie  Roy  made  a  motion  to  adjourn  at  8:10  p.m.,  seconded  by  Alan  Rutherford,  all 
in  favor.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  am  pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  to  report  to  the  voters  and  taxpayers  in  Bath  about 
the  educational  progress  of  the  Bath  School  District. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  taxpayers  for  their  support  in  allowing  the  school  district  funds  to 
improve  the  physical  plant  at  the  school  which  is  now  twenty  years  old.  We  thank  you 
for  allowing  us  to  borrow  the  money  to  replace  the  boiler  at  Bath  Village  School  in  these 
difficult  economic  times.  The  good  news  is  that  we  retired  the  original  20  year  bond  on 
the  building  this  year  and  we  are  free  of  that  payment  now. 

The  schools  in  SAU  #23  are  working  to  use  data  from  the  annual  testing  of  all  students  to 
individualize  curriculum  so  we  can  meet  the  needs  of  each  student.  The  test  scores  of 
students  across  the  board  are  very  good  at  this  time.  The  teachers  in  Bath  are  being  very 
effective  and  the  small  class  sizes  are  showing  good  academic  returns  for  the  students  at 
BVS. 

Teachers  are  also  focusing  on  climate  and  culture  within  the  school  to  assist  with  the 
overall  improvement  of  the  school.  Technology  integration  continues  to  be  a  large  part 
of  the  work  at  BVS  as  it  is  in  all  of  the  SAU  #23  schools.  All  of  the  upper  grade  students 
now  do  more  and  more  of  their  work  with  the  assistance  of  technology  and  we  have 
worked  with  the  teachers  to  enhance  their  skills  through  professional  development 
training. 

After  two  years,  and  much  work,  we  hope  to  have  a  new  set  of  policies  approved  by  the 
School  Board  this  March.  Once  the  policies  have  been  approved  by  all  of  the  SAU  #23 
school  districts,  we  will  make  them  available  online  through  the  SAU  website. 

The  budget  we  bring  to  you  has  been  developed  through  a  collaborative  process  and  we 
have  worked  diligently  to  present  you  with  a  fiscally  conservative  budget  while  keeping 
our  direction  for  the  education  of  the  students  in  Bath. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of  Bath  for  their  continued  support, 
even  in  these  difficult  economic  times.  It  never  ceases  to  amaze  me  how  this  community 
comes  together  for  the  support  of  their  school.  I  assure  you  that  I  am  humbled  by  the 
community  support  and  I  will  never  take  it  for  granted.

These  percentages  are  above  the  current  standards  set  by  the  state  to  comply  with  the 
federal  "No  Child  Left  Behind"  legislation  for  adequate  yearly  progress,  and  an 
improvement  over  the  previous  year's  percentages  (2006).  In  the  fall  of  2006  79%  of 
BVS  students  were  proficient  or  above  in  reading,  90%  proficient  or  above  in  math,  and 
75%  proficient  or  above  in  writing.  Our  expectation  is  that  our  fall  2008  scores  will  be 
similar  and  hopefully  indicate  continued  improvement.  Those  results  will  be  presented  in 
the  2009  town  report.  Parents  will  receive  the  fall  2008  results  sometime  in  February  of 
2009.

NORTHWEST  EVALUATION  ASSESSMENT  -  NWEA 

Another  evaluation  tool  utilized  at  the  school  is  the  Northwest  Evaluation  Assessment 
(NWEA)  that  we  use  as  a  pre  and  post  test  each  year  evaluating  students  in  grades  2 
through  6  in  the  fall  and  spring.  These  tests  are  completed  on  the  computer  and  self 
adjust  for  each  student  so  that  the  results  we  receive  are  a  very  individualized  assessment 
of  each  child.  The  fall  results  are  used  to  set  target  goals  for  each  student  and  class  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  The  spring  assessments  help  us  to  measure  our  progress  in 
achieving  those  targets.  The  NWEA  is  aligned  to  the  state  standards  and  our  curriculum. 

The  results  of  our  fall  2008  administration  of  the  test  are  shown  below.  The  scores  are 
recorded  as  "RJT"  values,  which  is  a  measurement  scale  developed  to  simplify  the 
interpretation  of  test  scores.  The  RJT  scores  relate  directly  to  the  curriculum  scale  in  all 
subject  areas.  I  have  listed  the  median  RJT  score  anchored  at  the  50th  percentile  which 
would  be  considered  "at  grade  level"  in  each  subject  area  followed  by  the  median  RJT 
score  of  the  students  at  Bath  Village  School.  The  plus  and  minus  that  follows  each  score 
indicates  how  much  higher  or  lower  our  students  scores  were  when  compared  to  the 
grade  level  score  at  the  50th  percentile.

We  are  very  pleased  with  our  student's  results  on  the  state  NECAP  test  and  the  overall 
improvement  in  the  scores  school  wide.  Our  NWEA  results  indicate  that  our  second 
grade  class  will  require  some  attention  as  their  scores  were  all  slightly  below  grade  level 
but  not  drastically  low.  Although  this  is  a  concern  we  are  comfortable  that  with  early 
interventions  we  can  improve  on  those  results  by  the  end  of  the  school  year.  This  is  the 
primary  purpose  of  administering  the  NWEA  tests  early  in  the  year.  We  are  able  to  use 
those  results,  which  we  get  within  two  days  of  testing,  and  use  the  information  to  adjust 
instruction  and  provide  remedial  interventions  where  it  is  needed.  We  also  take  into 
consideration  that  this  is  the  first  time  our  second  graders  experienced  a  standardized 
testing  situation.  This  too  can  have  some  bearing  on  how  well  they  do.  The  results  also 
indicate  that  our  fourth  grade  needs  to  focus  on  improving  reading  and  language  usage 
skills.  This  particular  class  has  our  highest  concentration  of  students  who  receive 
remedial  services  in  reading  and  language  arts.  Remedial  services  continue  to  be 
provided  and  our  expectation  is  that  those  scores  will  improve  before  the  end  of  the 
school  year. 

TECHNOLOGY 

Using  $33,325.00  we  received  in  federal  grant  money  we  were  able  to  make  a  significant 
technology  purchase  for  the  school  this  year  without  impacting  local  taxes.  First  of  all 
we  were  able  to  purchase  twenty  laptop  computers  along  with  storage  carts  for  recharging 
the  units  and  transporting  them  to  the  various  classrooms.  In  addition  we  were  able  to 
purchase  a  media  cart  for  each  classroom  complete  with  a  projector  and  speakers.  This 
allows  the  teachers  to  use  their  laptops  and  project  their  laptop  screens  for  student 
viewing.  This  is  particularly  helpful  when  the  teacher  is  working  with  the  class  while 
they  are  using  the  student  laptops.  It  also  allows  the  teacher  to  access  numerous  multi 
media  resources  through  various  programs  and  the  internet  to  share  with  the  students  and 
enhance  instruction.  Our  third  major  technology  addition  was  the  purchase  of  three 
"Smart  Boards"  for  the  teachers  to  share.  Smart  Boards  are  electronic  white  boards  that 
can  be  written  on  like  a  standard  white  board  but  are  also  interactive  with  computers 
when  they  are  projected  on  the  board.  This  provides  an  exciting  venue  to  enhance  and 
support  instruction.  The  students,  and  teachers,  are  very  excited  about  the  opportunity  to 
use  this  resource  and  have  been  putting  them  to  good  use  this  year.  Other  funds  from  the 
grant  will  be  used  to  provide  professional  development  opportunities  for  the  teachers  to 
improve  their  skills  in  using  these  new  technologies  with  their  students. 

PHYSICAL  PLANT 

As  many  of  you  know  a  major  school  purchase  this  past  year  was  the  installation  of  the 
new  boiler  to  replace  the  twenty  year  old  system  that  developed  problems  last  winter  and 
needed  replacing.  ARC  Mechanical  Systems  completed  the  installation  in  September 
along  with  the  replacement  of  a  new  air  handler  system  in  one  of  the  classrooms.    The 
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next  major  building  issue  will  be  the  roof  which  is  twenty  years  old.  Each  year  for  the 
past  four  years  we  have  had  contractors  examine  the  roof  to  advise  us  whether  it  required 
any  repair  or  replacement  of  shingles.  This  past  summer  we  were  advised  that  it  had 
reached  the  point  of  needing  to  replace  the  shingles.  Our  own  inspection  of  the  interior 
elements  of  the  roof  this  past  summer,  rafters,  joist,  plywood  etc,  did  not  indicate  any 
signs  of  problems  with  those  areas. 

EXTRA  CURRICULAR 

Bath  Village  School  continues  to  offer  a  variety  of  extra-curricular  activities  for  the 
students.  Participation  in  our  basketball  program  continues  to  be  high  among  our  3r 
through  6th  grade  boys  and  girls.  There  have  been  over  20  games  scheduled  and  three 
tournaments  for  our  students  to  participate  in  this  year.  Our  thanks  go  out  to  Tim  Bemis, 
Chuck  Maccini,  and  Nicole  Houston  for  their  time  and  the  great  job  they  are  doing 
coaching  our  teams. 

We  continue  to  add  to  our  Winter  Activities  program  that  takes  place  for  six  Thursdays 
each  year  beginning  the  first  week  of  January.  The  students  have  the  choice  of  lessons  in 
skiing  or  snow  boarding  at  Cannon  Mountain,  cross  country  skiing  or  snow  shoeing  at 
Bretton  Woods,  and  Jujitsu  instruction  at  the  Evergreen  Gym  in  Lisbon.  In  the 
afternoons  classes  in  tumbling  and  acrobatics  are  provided  by  Korina  Bazzel  of  Our 
Village  School  of  Dance  of  North  Haverhill,  and  we  have  worked  in  collaboration  with 
the  Arts  Alliance  of  Northern  New  Hampshire  to  provide  a  variety  of  artists  in  residence 
on  those  six  days  to  provide  students  with  several  hands  on  artistic  experiences. 

One  of  our  most  anticipated  events  of  the  year  is  a  theatre  residency  with  the  organization 
Children's  Stage  Adventures  of  Keene,  New  Hampshire.  Rob  and  Lorrie  Gray,  founders 
of  the  program,  returned  for  the  7th  time  in  2008  to  work  with  the  students  on  a 
production  of  the  classic  'The  Princess  and  the  Pea."  They  will  be  returning  again  in 
March  of  2009  to  work  with  all  of  the  students  to  present  a  performance  of  "The 
Emperors  New  Clothes."  Every  student  in  the  school  gets  to  participate  in  the  play  and 
what  they  accomplish  in  one  weeks  time  working  with  CSA  is  extremely  impressive. 
Anyone  who  has  seen  one  of  the  productions  can't  say  enough  positive  things  about  it. 
We  have  parents  of  students  who  have  moved  on  from  Bath  Village  School,  and  past 
students,  who  contact  us  every  year  to  make  sure  they  have  tickets  for  the  program  each 
year. 

Part  of  the  cost  for  the  March  2009  residency  of  Children's  Stage  Adventures,  will  be 
covered  by  a  $1500.00  grant  awarded  to  us  by  the  Nancy  Fitzgerald  Vaughn  Fund  of  the 
Northern  New  Hampshire  Charitable  Trust  Foundation.  This  grant  was  established  by 
Judge  Timothy  Vaughn  of  Littleton  NH  in  honor  of  his  wife.  These  grants  are  awarded 
to  programs  benefitting  children's  programs  in  the  area.  We  are  very  grateful  to  Judge 
Vaughn  and  the  foundation  for  their  generous  contribution. 

OTHER  INFORMATION 

This  past  November  we  had  our  3rd  annual  Veterans  Day  Luncheon.  As  in  past  years  we 
visited  the  Veteran's  Memorial  on  the  common  for  a  moment  of  silence,  the  playing  of 
taps,  and  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.    During  this  brief  ceremony  each  student  placed  a

small  flag  around  the  memorial  to  stay  there  during  the  week  of  Veteran's  Day.  The 
veterans  then  joined  us  for  lunch  and  presentations  by  all  the  classes  at  the  school.  It  was 
great  to  give  back  to  the  veterans  in  town  and  very  moving  for  all  of  us  to  witness  how 
much  they  appreciated  it.  This  has  become  one  of  our  favorite  events  at  the  school.  The 
students  really  enjoy  seeing  and  visiting  with  the  veterans  each  year.  We  believe  that  it 
gives  the  students  a  deeper  appreciation  of  what  the  day  is  about  and  of  the  sacrifices 
made  by  those  honored  on  that  day. 

As  in  past  years  we  want  to  extend  our  gratitude  to  the  many  volunteers  whose  help  make 
it  possible  to  provide  many  of  the  activities  that  take  place  at  the  school.  We  extend  a 
special  thank  you  to  Cheryl  Apigian  for  her  on  going  efforts  to  coordinate  our  fundraising 
projects  for  the  school's  activity  fund.  This  fund  helps  support  our  Winter  Activities 
program  and  other  extra  curricular  programs.  We  would  also  like  to  recognize  Margaret 
Mitchell  for  all  the  years  and  hours  that  she  has  volunteered  at  the  school  each  week  to 
come  and  read  to  our  younger  students,  it  is  greatly  appreciated.  It  is  also  important  to 
note  the  contributions  of  the  Woodsville  High  School  Mentoring  program  coordinated  by 
Rosie  Fair.  The  program  provides  at  least  three  high  school  mentors  who  come  to  the 
school  everyday  to  assist  in  the  classrooms  and  with  other  activities.  Many  of  the 
mentors  are  former  Bath  Village  School  students  and  they  all  provide  excellent  role 
models  for  our  students.  We  also  want  to  recognize  Mike  and  Nancy  Lusby  and  the 
Brick  Store  for  their  support  and  contributions  to  the  school,  and  the  Pine  Grove  Grange 
for  their  annual  dictionary  contribution  to  our  third  graders.  There  are  several  others  too 
numerous  to  mention  in  this  report.  We  will  be  having  our  annual  Volunteer 
Appreciation  Dinner  in  May  or  June  in  conjunction  with  our  Honor  Roll  dinner  to  give 
something  back  for  all  their  contributions. 

As  Principal  I  would  like  to  voice  my  appreciation  to  the  faculty  and  staff  of  the  Bath 
Village  School.  Working  with  them  every  day  is  a  pleasure  and  I  can  assure  you  that 
each  of  them  considers  the  best  interests  of  your  students  and  the  investments  you  make 
in  your  school  each  and  every  day. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  that  it  continues  to  be  a  pleasure  to  serve  as  your  school 
Principal.  As  I  have  stated  in  past  years  it  is  very  satisfying  to  work  in  a  town  that 
values  education  and  takes  such  pride  in  the  school  and  its  students.  On  behalf  of  the 
faculty,  staff,  and  students  of  BVS  I  extend  our  appreciation  to  the  town,  and  our  school 
board,  Heather  Poor,  Brad  Houston,  and  James  Roy,  for  your  continued  positive  support 
of  our  efforts.  We  wish  everyone  in  the  town  of  Bath  the  best  in  2009.
